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REPLY FROM THE PRESIDENT TO MR. CHURCHILL, DATED DECEMBER 26, 1951 

’’Thank you for your message of December 23 received through the 
British Embassy giving me the list of topics which you have in mind. 
This list in general follows our own ideas as to what might be 
profitably discussed between us. 

"We are particularly anxious to cover the European Defense 
Community, our relationships with the Continent and the relation- 
ship of Germany with the West. 

"Under your Far East heading I would like to have a general 
review of our respective policies with regard to China. Korea 
should also be covered as well as the matter of Japan's relation- 
ship to nationalist China. I am also looking forward with interest 
to getting your views about the critical situation in South East 
Asia. 

"We assume that under Middle East you will desire to talk 
about such specific problems as Egypt and Iran and the coordina- 
tion of our policies in the Middle East area as a whole. 

"In addition to your suggestion that we discuss steel, I 
think we can extend this to a few other strategic materials. 

"I suggest that we hold regular meetings with our advisers 
on Saturday morning, the 5th, in the morning and afternoon of 
Monday, the 7th, and Tuesday morning, the 8th. 

"In view of the uncertainty of the arrival time of the 
QUEEN MARY on Friday, January It, I think it may be wiser to have 
our luncheon on Saturday, the 5th, instead of Friday as we had 


originally planned.
